I propose  to  submit  for  your  consideration  a ’'Summary'*  Report 
for  1941,  omitting  all  statistics  which,  however, - have  been  carefully 
considered  and  put  aside  for  recording  at  a more  convenient  time. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

There  has  been  little  change  from  the  conditions  existing  in 
previous  years,  and  emplosmient  has  been  continuous  throughout  the  year. 
The  population  has  increased  appreciably  with  the  influx  of  evacuees 
and  others  temporarily  residing  in  the  Area  for  the  purposes  of  their 
work.  No  noteworthy  cause  of  disability  or  illness  has  been  noted 
to  have  affected  the  workers  in  their  various  capacities  and  the 
general  health  of  the  residents  has  been  comparatively  good.

This  has  been  well  maintained  during  the  year,  and  ten 
samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  seven  of 
those  were  found  satisfactory,  two  unsatisfactory,  and  one 
doubtful*  These  latter  three  were  from  the  Kelbrook  supply, 
for  which  a chlorinator  plant  has  been  provided,  when  later 
tiests  proved  satisfactory.  All  the  water  supplies  in  the 
District  aJ*o  now  chidrinated.  One  sample  of  water, was  * 

submitted  for  chemical  examination  after  complaints  of 
.discolouration  and  the  following  remarks  were  sent  - "This 
is  a water  of  high  organic  purity  suitable  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes.  The  water  received  showed  no  trace 
•of  iron  in  suspension,  but  should  this  at  times  be  apparent 
in  a brown  discolouration  or  sediment  there  is  no  fear  of
